Tate acted after five women

of a city building and com ­ 
plained that other city officials 
had turned down their request. 
“I’m aU for women’s rights,” 
said the m ayor. “ I’m all for 
women. I used to be pretty good 
with them when I was young­ 
e r.” 
The proclam ation reads, in 
part, “ the cradle of liberty is 
apparently fearful 
of 
being 
rocked and is currently only 
willing to form ally acknowledge 
that women m ay vote.” 


The Aug. 26 date of the strike 
was chosen to coincide with the 
50th anniversary of final ratifi­ 
cation of the 19th Amendment, 
which gave women the right to 
vote.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Faced 
with Nixon administration oppo­ 
sition, a divided Senate debates 
today wh eth er to make a mili­ 
tary career so attractive volun- 
eers would eliminate th e need 
for th e draft. 
Th e Wh ite House contends th e 
proposal, backed by an unusual 
coalition of liberals and con­ 
servatives, would cost billions 
and th row th e budget furth er 
out of blance. 
A vote could come late today . 
Th e fate of th e measure, spon­ 
sored by Sen« . Mark O. Hat­ 
field, R-Ore., and Barry M.

Kennedy h as said h e fears th e 
undiluted volunteer army con­ 
cept could lead to poor men 
figh ting rich men’s wars. 
Th e amendment to th e mili­ 
tary purch asing bill also is op­ 
posed by Ch airman Joh n Sten- 
nis, D-Miss., of th e Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee. 
Goldwater and Hatfield con­ 
tend steps must be taken now to 
upgrade military pay and allow­ 
ances so Congress will not be 
forced to ex tend th e draft wh en 
it ex pires nex t June. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
in a kpeech prepared for Senate 
delivery today , advised h is col­ 
leagues to move slowly on th e 
problem. 
“ Honest differences still ex ist 
even among th e ex perts con­ 
cerning th e practicality and ef­ 
fect of a volunteer arm y ,” Case 
said. 
“Not th e least of th ese is th e

Vote Expected 
Later Today On 
Military Change 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Faced 
with Nixon administration oppo­ 
sition, a divided Senate debates 
today whether to make a mili­ 
tary career so attractive volun- 
eers would eliminate the need 
for the draft. 
The White House contends the 
proposal, backed by an unusual 
coalition of liberals and con­ 
servatives, would cost billions 
and throw the budget further 
out of blance. 
A vote could come late today. 
The fate of the measure, spon­ 
sored by Sens. Mark O. Hat­ 
field, R-Ore., and Barry M. 
Coldwater, R-Ariz., could de­ 
pend on the number of votes at­ 
tracted away by Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., who op­ 
poses the present draft system. 
Kennedy has said he fears the 
undiluted volunteer army con­ 
cept could lead to poor men 
fighting rich men’s wars.

Outbreaks of cholera, a potentially 
deadly disease, have been reported in 
several Asian and African countries, 
including Syria, Egypt, South Korea 
and Soviet Central Asia. A hardier 
strain than some cholera viruses of 
the past, the new wave of cases could 
reach epidemic proportions in Asia, 
North Africa and Latin America before 
it is contained, according to an official 
of the bacterial diseases branch of the 
United States Public Health Service’s 
center for disease control in Atlanta. 
Cholera is an old disease, caused 
principally by contaminated water and 
food 
and 
usually 
found in 
India, 
Pakistan and other parts of Asia. 
Pandemics of the disease in the past 
have occurred in Europe and North 


America, although not for a number 
of years. There were several cases in 
New Mexico this year. 
The continued existence of infectious 
diseases such as cholera pose an added 
problem in the jet age. Passengers 
flying from one continent to another 
m ay literally be worlds away in a 
m atter of hours — long before signs 
of a disease such as cholera may ap­ 
pear. 
Elementary 
medical 
care 
and 
sanitary conditions can reduce the 
death rate from cholera to less than 
I per cent, but untreated it can kill 
as high as 60 per cent of its victims. 
A special alert is needed now to keep 
the disease from spreading beyond 
those areas already infected.

The 
changing 
face

America 
becomes more evident as results of 
the 1970 census flow in. For the first 
time since before the Civil War, when 
it took over from Massachusetts, New 
York :s no longer the most populous 
state.

Elsewhere, cities generally have been 
stable or declining, while surburban 
areas grew. Near Washington, for 
example, Maryland’s Prince Georges 
County gained 80 per cent in Population 
In the decade of the 1960s. Near Los 
Angeles. California’s Orange County 
doubled in the same period. 
Ifs in the cities and some of the 
older surburbs that time and decay 


are taking their toll. That’s where the

troublesome, taxes most burdensome. 
Cities are still the centers of com­

governmental functions, in 
communications operations, in banking 
and in legal stature. 
Eventually, the older cities will — 
and must — adjust to their changing 
circumstances.

To bring more understanding 
to the situation, exchange offi­ 
cials have just published a book­ 
let called “ Guidelines For Mem­ 
ber Firm Communications With 
The Public.” Exaggeration is its 
first subject. 
“ Exaggerated statements dis­ 
credit the validity of an adver­ 
tisement or investment litera­ 
ture and can be misleading,” it 
states. 
It 
suggests 
avoiding 
phrases 
such 
as 
“fabulous 
gains,” or “explosive growth” 
and gambling expressions such 
as “a safe bet,” or “a w-inner.” 
Because certain terms con­ 
stantly keep appearing, the au­ 
thors set up a checklist of sub­ 
jects and the statement or infer­ 


ence that should be avoided. 
Test yourself: 
The subject is “ advice.” What 
is the inference to be avoided? 
The answer: “A firm’s invest­ 
ment advice is infallible.” 
The subject is “risk.” The 
inference to be shunned: “There 
is no risk in an investment.” 
After the recent debacle in 
stocks, few firms would attempt 
to carry off such bluffs. In down 
markets, 
exaggerations stand 
cut like coal on snow. 
Good taste is a different mat­ 
ter, and often the exchange has 
to disapprove ads, submitted in 
advance of publication, because 
they “ reflect adversely on the 
dignity, character, and integrity 
of the securities business.” 
An ad was planned, for exam­ 
ple, to publicize the opening of t 
new branch office. It pictured a 
man with a sorrowful expres­ 
sion resting his head in his 
hand. The caption read, “This 
city needs another investment 
house like a hole in the head!” 
Perhaps as a sign of the 
times, in which some brokers 
have 
discouraged

counts, the exchange draws the 
line on what it considers fair 
play.

Senate Ethics Panel Taboos 


Cut- Rate Auto Leasing Deals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Ethics Committee has 
forbidden future cut-rate auto­ 
mobile leasing deals that p ut 
some 
senators 
behind the 
wheels of Lincoln Continentals 
for $7 50 a y ear. 
In issuing the ruling as an ad­ 
visory 
recom mendation, 
the 
p anel did not say u'hich sena­ 
tors had accep ted the low-cost 
leases from automobile m anu­ 
facturers seeking to rrom ote 
their cars by having celebrities 
drive them . 
It said only that “ certain sen- 
I ators and a Senate officer p er­ 
sonally have leased an autom o­ 
bile from an automobile m anu­ 
facturing comp any under sp e­ 
cial and favorable term s.” 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairm an of the Ethics Commit­ 
tee. rep orted its findings to the 
* Senate Monday , declaring the 
» p ractice should end with the 
! current set of leases, if not be 
fore. 
, 
At least a dozen senators re ­ 
p ortedly had leased automobiles 
in what Stennis called “ a p ro­ 
motional 
p rogram 
of

Stennis said the com m ittee

doing or im p rop er influence in 
connection with the leases. 
Ford

Co.,

The Continental leases, at $7 50 
a y ear, were less than one-third 
the norm al p rice for rental of 
the luxury cars. 
After the ethics p anel issued 
its rep ort, a Ford official said; 
“Ford Motor Co. will abide by 
the recom m endation of the Sen­ 
ate com m ittee on standards of 
conduct and will,

im m ediately .” 
Asked if this m eant the sp e­ 
cial deal would no longer be 
available to senators. Rodney

“ I believe so.” 
General Motors has been leas­ 
ing 33 Cadillacs to various gov 
em m ent officials at the cut rate 
of $1,000 a y ear. 
The Senate com m ittee con

for $750 a year. 
In issuing the ruling as an ad­ 
visory 
recommendation,

panel did not say which sena­ 
tors had accepted the low-cost 
leases from automobile m anu­ 
facturers seeking to promote 
their cars by having celebrities 
drive them . 
It said only that “ certain sen* 
! ators and a Senate officer per­ 
sonally have leased an autom o­ 
bile from an automobile m anu­ 
facturing company under spe­ 
cial and favorable term s.” 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairm an of the Ethics Commit­ 
tee, reported its findings fo the 
• Senate Monday, declaring the 
I practice should end with the 
J current set of leases, if not be­ 
fore. 
At least a dozen senators re ­ 
portedly had leased automobiles 
in what Stennis called “ a pro

vironm entalists challenging the 
nuclear power industry and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
As business and governm ent 
men from the nuclear power 
field met at the United Nations 
during August to consider envi­ 
ronm ental problem s the envi­ 
ronm entalists w ere preparing a 
test case. 
The issues which could affect 
nuclear power plants throughout 
the nation will be tested over a 
plan by a utility to build a nu­ 
clear power plant far out on 
Long Island in New York. 
The 
environm entalists 
are 
forming a parade of some 40 
scientists—from around the n a­ 
tion including 
a 
Nobel Prize 
winner to testify at a Sept. 21 
public hearing on the proposed 
power station. 
The witnesses are preparing 
to question whether there are 
adequate safeguards aginst the 
dangers posed by the radioac­ 
tivity 
and 
heated 
w ater the 
plant wii] discharge. 
And they are expected to seek 
a postponement of any w'ork on 
the plant until a comprehensive 
study of power plans and needs 
is made on a regional basis not 
just Long Island. 
As the envirom entalists p re­ 
pared their case there already 
was evidence at the United N a­ 
tions meeting sponsored by the 
AEC 
and 
the 
International 
Atomic Energy Agency that a 
lot of the magic has rubbed off 
the genie of nuclear power. 
Many of the speakers at the 
U.N. meeting adm itted the need 
for more public participation, 
and from the President’s Office 
of Science and Technology cam e 
recom m enda4ions for legislation 
requiring the industry to get ap­ 
proval for its plans, well ahead 
of the tim e construction should 
begin, both from the public and 
from an array of governm ental 
agencies concerned with the en­ 
vironm ent. 
The recom m endations for leg­ 
islation need White House ap­ 
proval but regardless of their 
fate there was clear recognition 
among those at the meeting that 
the public must now be included 
in the early planning.

Robert Canterbury of the N a­ 
tional Guard and several other 
officers and enlisted men. 
The suit says M iller was not 
engaged iii “ any riotious, ag­ 
gressive. crim inal, im proper or 
provocative acts and was not 
contributorily negligent in caus­ 
ing his death.” 
The petition says the defen­ 
dants were “ reckless, careless 
and negligent in their failure 
to take precautions to avoid the 
shooting” and that use of loaded 
weapons was not justified. 
Guard rules pertaining to civil 
disturbances were described as

They said that for maximum 
safety against all three mala­ 
dies. children should get three 
shots of the triple vaccine a 
month apart, beginning at about 
3 months of age—followed by a 
booster shot at age 1: another 
booster upon entering school;

Diphtheria is named for the 
Greek word “ diphthera,” mean­ 
ing hide or leather. 
That’s because the 
ancient 
malady is characterized by for­ 
mation of a thick, somewhat 
leather-like false membrane on 
the lining of the throat and oth­ 
er 
areas 
of the 
respiratory 
tract. 
The poison of the bacteria 
that eause it also can spread 
throughout the system, affecting 
even the heart. Death can occur 
in an agony of choking. 
Many thousands of cases oc­ 
curred annually in the United 
States and all other countries 
prior to 1923 when a toxoid— 
something like a vaccine—be­ 
came widely used. 
An over-all downward trend 
has been noted since 1960—with 
national totals down to a b o u t 200 
reported cases in 1969. 


said the drug often causes hallu­ 
cinations similar to the effects 
of LSD. 
No drugs or alcohol were 
found in either Miss Tate or 
Sebring, Noguchi said. Tests on 
Parent showed .2 per cent al­ 
cohol. 
An officer said the amounts of 
alcohol found in Miss Folger 
and Parent probably would not 
cause intoxication. 
Noguchi said Miss Folger and 
Fr ykowski 
, who both died of 
multiple stab wounds, had “ de­ 
fense wounds” on hands and 
arms, indicating they tried to 
fend off the killers. 
He said Miss Folger obviously 
was “ trying to 
guard herself 
from further injury” and Fry­ 
kowski put up a long, violent 
struggle. 
The coroner said Miss Folger 
was stabbed 28 times in the 
face, neck, breast, abdomen, 
back, shoulder, left thigh and 
both arms and hands. Frykow­ 
ski, he said, was stabbed 51 
times, any seven of which could 
have been fatal, and was shot 
twice and hit on the head 13 
times, perhaps with a gun butt. 
Noguchi said Sebring bled to 
death after being shot once and 
stabbed seven times. 
Noguchi said last Friday that 
Miss Tate was stabbed 13 times, 
and rope burns indicated she 
also was hanged. 
The coroner said none of the 
Tate victims was sexually mo­ 
lested or dismembered. 
He said the same type of 
weapon inflicted all 102 stab 
wounds and added: “ I would 
say it was a strong stabbing 
weapon . . . it had to be very 
strong.” 
He said the weapon or weap­ 
ons would have been at least 
five inches long and 1 M» inches 
wide. 
In a hearing with the jury ab­ 
sent, the trial judge refused 
Manson’s request for a “ cease 
and desist,” order against the 
sheriff, saying Manson is not 
being harassed in jail as he had 
contended.
